Sheriff’s police, however, 
said the lock on the cylinder 
could easily be opened by an 
involuntary action of the 
thumb after the shooting. Mr. 
Adam had a iarge collection 
of guns, both oid and new. 
The Smith Wesson was al¬ 
most new, police said. 

Also unusual was the fact 
that only two shells were in 
the cylinder, the second sep¬ 
arated by an empty chamber. 

MR. ADAM retired several 
years ago because of a heart 
condition. His wife said he 
had been despondent over ill 
health and other reasons.

UNDER THE present .sys¬ 
tem, the Police Deiiartment 
is a separate arm of the city 
government, controlled only 
by the City (Council. The chief 
of police recommends ap¬ 
pointments and has the au¬ 
thority to discharge police 
officers. 

The Fire Department, 
which is volunteer, picks its 
own chief. 

In explanation of his po¬ 
sition, Bevington concentrat¬ 
ed mostly on the Police De¬ 
partment, emphasizing the 
following points: 

1. Police Department offi¬ 
cers should be considered in 
connection with all city per¬ 
sonnel. They are part of the 
city government, paid through 
taxation and rightly belong, 
at least partially, under the 
control of the administrator 
who is responsible to the 
City Council. 

2. The policeman’s role is 
one of the most important in 
the city. The appointment of 
a patrolman should be given 
serious consideration by as 
many people as possible, not 
just by one man. 

3. The chief of police is 
expected to be an expert in

(c) other small animals raised 
for f(x»d, scientific or fur bear¬ 
ing purposes; 

within fifty (50) feet of any 
dwelling house or structure used 
as a dwelling house, unless such 
dwelling house or structure be 
occupied by him or It, or to 
keep said fowls or hares or rab¬ 
bits or other said small animals 
within one hiuidred (100) feet of 
any street; 

2. It is hereby declared to be a 
nuisance and It shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation 
to keep on any premises owned or 
controlled by him more than 
twenty-four (24) In number of any 
•one kind or combination of: 

(a) chickens, geese, ducks, tur¬ 
keys. plfreons, doves, sqaubs or 
similar fowls; or 

(b) hares, rabbits, chinchillas, 
hamsters; or 

(c) other small animals raised 
for food, scientific or fur bear¬ 
ing purposes. 

SECTION 2. Ordinance 393, to 
the extent that It is inconsistent 
herewith and no further valid, Is 
hereby repealed.
